Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Feurstein GZ et al. . 
Feuerstein GZ et al. discloses a method using a, a beta-blocker Carvedilol, that is found to 

prevent the formation of oxidized LDL, resulting in the protection of the endothelium thereby 
preventing endothelial damage or dysfunction. 

3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Vogal. RA. 
Vogel, GA discloses a method that suggest the cessation of smoking to improved 

endothelial cellular function to reduct heart disease.
